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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group 1, claim(s) 16-27, drawn to a gasket for molding a lens. 
Group 2, claim(s) 28-29, drawn to a method for molding a lens. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature of groups 1 and 2 is a cylindrical gasket main body for holding two lens 
molds that holds one mold by pressing an outer circumferential surface of said one mold 
in a diameter reducing direction with a restoring force of elastic deformation in a 
diameter increasing direction. This common technical feature was found to not define 
over the prior art a posteriori in view of Orlosky (PN 4693446). Due to the lack of a 
common special technical feature the two groups are subject to restriction. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Eric Hyman on 03/10/2009 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group 2, claims 28-29. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 16-27 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 28-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Orlosky (PN 4693446). 

With regards to claims 28-29, Orlosky teaches a method for forming a lens by 
providing two lens forming molds in a cylindrical gasket and filling a lends 
material between the two molds and curing it (abstract). As seen in Figures 1, 2, 
and 4 Orlosky teaches a elastic projecting band which integrally projects on an 
inner circumferential wall throughout the entire circumference including a 
proximal end portion projecting from the inner circumference and a tapered distal 
end portion closer to an axial direction of the gasket main body than the end 
portion. Orlosky teaches that the lens molds used have a diameter greater than 
the inner diameter of the gasket (col 5 In 29-31 , a larger diameter than the gasket 
requires elastic deformation pressure to be applied from the gasket onto the mold 
due a lack of tolerance between the inner diameter of the gasket and the outer 
mold diameter.) Orlosky teaches as seen in Figure 4 that the proximal end 
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portion flexes while under load from the expansion due to the mold to place the 
distal portion into contact with the mold. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 28 recites a proximal and distal portion as well as an axial direction without 
establishing a frame of reference for proximity or an axis thus rendering the claim 
indefinite.
